Comic Book Art 


“Except for the attention of a few (academicians) American comic art has been the most 
generally neglected area of popular culture until very recently. What has been written in 
the past has usually been of a disparaging and condescending nature by critics who at 
least recognized the broad appeal of the comic but who also often viewed them as sub- 
versive threats to highbrow culture and social stability. Very few were the writers who 


found more than ephemeral value

It is the intention of this essay to con- 
sider the “unique aesthetics” and the 
expressive potential of comic book art. 

For the past 35 years, modern comic 
book artists have been developing in 
their craft the interplay of word and 
and image. They have in the process, | 
believe, achieved a successful breeding 
of illustration and prose. 

The once hybrid art form is now to 
be identified by its own aesthetic ele- 
ments; these include the frame, the 
balloon, the complement of word and 
image, the rhythm of sequence, and the 
use of caricature. 

This first attempt is based upon an 
article entitled “‘Reading Reconsidered” 


by Thomas Wolf that appeared in the 
Autumn 1977 issue of the Harvard Edu- 


cational Review. 
the author: 


It is summarized by 


“For the last hundred years, the subject of 
reading has been connected quite directly 
to the concept of literacy; . . . learning to 
read... has meant learning to read words. . . . 
But. . . reading has gradually come under 
closer scrutiny. Recent research has shown 
that the reading of words is but a subset of a 
much more general human activity which in- 
cludes symbol decoding, information inte- 
gration and organization. . . . Indeed, read- 
ing — in the most general sense — can be 
thought of as a form of perceptual activity. 
The reading of words is one manifestation of 
this activity; but there are many others — the 
reading of pictures, maps, circuit diagrams, 
musical notes. . ."” 


The format of the comic book pre- 
sents a montage of both word and 
image, and the reader is thus required to 
exercise both visual and verbal interpre- 
tive skills. The regimens of art (eg. per- 
spective, symmetry, brush stroke) and 
the regimens of literature (eg. grammar, 
plot, syntax) become superimposed up- 
on one another, The reading of the 
comic book is an act of both aesthetic 
perception and intellectual pursuit. 


As an example, consider the conclud- 


ing page from the Spirit story ‘Gerhard 
Shnobble”’. . . the legend of a man who 
is determined to reveal to the world his 
ability to fly only to be shot down by a 
stray bullet his secret sealed forever by 
his pointless death, The pages preced- 
ing show Gerhard soaring in and out of 
skyscrapers, high above the streets. He 
is transcending the plights of the city 
life below. 

The concluding page depicts the 
Pointless murder of Gerhard, as he is 
shot down by a stray bullet from a 
shoot out on a rooftop. The first panel 
presents the reader with the climax of 
the story. The protagonist and the an- 
tagonist meet and complete the theme; 
(Gerhard and the sub-plot of good-guy 
vs. bad-guy). 

The description of the action in the 
panel can be diagrammed like a sen- 
tence. The predicates of the gun-shoot- 
ing and the wrestling belong to separate 
clauses. The subject of ‘‘gun-shoot- 


ing” is the crook, and Gerhard is the ob--- 


ject direct. The many modifiers include 
the adverb “Bang, Bang’ and the adjec-- 
tive of visual language, such as posture, 
gesture, grimace. 

This climactic scene might be ac- 
complished in purely verbal form, but 
the visual narration succeeds in direct- 
ing the reader rapidly and unambiguous- 
ly through the drama. 

The second panel concludes the sub- 
plot, and again uses the language of the 
body and the staging of graphic design 
‘to delineate the predicates, 

The final transition requires the read- 
er to break from the convention of the 
left-to-right sequence. The eye follows 
the air stream down past a nebulous 
background, onto the solid body on the 
ground; and then bounces back upward 
to view the half-tone cloud in which 
Gerhard is resurrected. This bounce 
is unique to the visual narrative. The 
reader must implicitly use his know- 
ledge of physical laws (ie. gravity, gases) 


to interpret the movement of the scene. 

The accompanying text adds some 
unillustrated thoughts to balance the 
remorse of the tale; and is hand-lettered 
in a style that is consistent with the sen- 
timent that its message conveys. The 
visual treatment of words as concrete 
art forms, as so often seen on the Spirit 
covers, ‘is an fportant element of the 
comic book form. 

The arrangement of the page as a 
whole, which itself can be seen as shed- 
ding a tear for mankind, is a further 
variable that can be used to narrate the 
story. 

To conclude, Wolf's reconsideration 
of reading is an important reminder that 
the psychological processes involved in 
viewing a word and an image are analo- 
gous. The structures of illustration and 
of prose are similar. 

The union of word and image on the 
page in contemporary usage has been 
achieved by artists like Magritte, Ap- 
polinaire, EE. Cummings, and the writer 
Marshall McLuhan. Film director Eisen- 
stein, in 1929, called for the breaking - 
down of the Chinese wall that stands 
between the “logic of images” and the 
“language of logic’; and certainly both 
film and the comic book have used 
montage to that end. 

The Chinese language achieves a syn- 
thesis of word and image with the ideo- 
gram; hieroglyphic languages accomplish 
this as well. A future essay in this series 
will examine the likeness of the comic 
book format to the pictographic lan- 
guages, and will also consider the as- 
pects of the comic book that are con- 
sistent with the recent trends in read- 
ing education.
